APPLICATION INSTRUCTIONS

SHAKE WELL BEFORE USING

Do not use more than 1 fogger per room. Do not use in small, enclosed spaces such as closets, cabinets or under counters or tables. Use of a fogger in
an enclosed space may cause the product to explode, resulting in injury to people or damage to property. Do not use in a room 5 ft x 5 ft or smaller;
instead, allow fog to enter from other rooms.

Shut off exhaust fans and close all windows, doors and ventilators. Turn off all ignition sources such as pilot lights (shut off gas valves), other open
flames or running electrical appliances that cycle off and on (i.e., refrigerator, thermostats, etc.).
Do not place cans within 10 ft of running electrical appliances that cycle on and off. Call your gas utility or management company if you need
assistance with your pilot lights.

BEFORE YOU FOG

Remove or cover all exposed food, dishes, utensils, food processing equipment and food preparation surfaces. Remove pets and birds,
cover and turn off fish aquariums prior to application. Turn off air flow systems in aquariums. Prepare a 3 ft plant free zone in which to
place the can. Elevate can above the top of plants; common practice is to place the can on a stool or overturned pot. Cover the elevated
surface and the 3 ft plant free zone with several layers of newspaper. To treat hanging baskets, an empty basket may be used to hold the
can and elevate it to the hanging basket level. Low volume horizontal air flow may help optimize performance.

TO START FOGGING

Apply during early evening when foliage is dry and temperature is between 60 - 80°F. Thorough coverage is achieved by the normal air movement
within your greenhouse. The chemical will move around and throughout the plant foliage due to the small particle size produced and the normal ebb
and flow movement of the air. Both top and bottom of the plant foliage is covered with particles.

To activate cans: Tilt the can away from face (container sprays straight up) and pressing the tab down in locked position. The entire contents will
release automatically.

Vacate the treated greenhouse, garden center or other structure immediately. Do not reenter for 2 hr. Fill out and place hang-tag on the door
leading to the treated area to alert others with access to the treated area not to enter for 2 hr.

AIRING OUT

Wait 2 hr after application (until aerosols and vapors have dispersed), then thoroughly ventilate, either mechanically (using air conditioner and/or fans)
or with natural airflow by opening windows, vents and doors before reentering and remaining indoors. If an odor is still detected, additional ventilation is
required.
